St. Louis, June 15.—(Special.)\—The repub- 
lican declaration will be straight out for 
the gold standard. In so mauy words it 
will declare for the ‘‘present gold standard” 
and against the coinage of silver as primary 
money, except. by international agreement.

Against his 
gwn judgment, and that of the men who 
have secured his nomination, he must 
put protection to the rear. 

The one issue that has secured his nomi- 
nation, the one record of his life which 
has won him distinction, and of which he 
is most proud, has been compietely over- 
Shadowed, and he finds himself selected to 
defend a policy the wisdom of which he 
doubts. It is a peculiar position, but not 
4 surprising one. He emphasizes, more 
sirongly than anything else could, the fact 
that the people are making the issue this 
year, not the politicians, and beyond and 
above that it demonstrates the 
sfeat_ ~strength of the silver move- 
ment. The money power sees 
‘that each day’s agitation of the finan- 
lal question adds to silver’s strength; 
that the people intend to speak out on this 


question this year; and that straddling or 


dodging the issue would be a confession of 
Weakness which would bring repudiation 
even from their own strongholds. 

In desperation, they are forced to take 
Up the defense of the gold standard, 
Created by their party, and to throw away 
the protection thunder which they have 
had their agents so busy accumulating. 
While, as I have pointed out in former 

‘patches, there could be no _ possi- 
ble doubt of how this convention would 
Stand on the money question—that what- 
ever declaration they would make must 
necessarily mean the gold standard—the 
McKinley politicians have thought that 
they would be able to satisfy all elements 
by constructing a platform which would 
fay a great deal about the blessings of 
Protection and very little about anything 
else,

We 
will make the best fight in the convention 
we can, We will protest in the strongest 
language we know how against the adop- 
tlomof the gold plank, and as for the rest, 
our people must say.”’ 

National Committeeman Trumbo, of 
Utah, went more into details as to the 
plans of the silver men. After the confer- 
ence, which was held at the St. Nicholas, 
I asked him what had been agreed upon. 

“We thought,” said he, “that to get up 
and leave the convention might be con- 
strued into’a cheap piece of theatrical- 
ism, sO we decided against it. We will 
fight hard; then, after it is over, we will 
s0 back to our constituents and point 
out to them the irresponsibility of secur- 
ing relief from the republican party.’’ 

“Will you support the democratic nom- 
inee?’’ I asked. 

“The people of the west will cast their 
votes for the man who stands as the rep- 
resentative of a free, unlimited and inde- 
pendent coinage of silver platform. If 
the democrats adopt such a platform, and 
put out a candidate, the west will go for 
him,”’ said Mr. Trumbo. 

This fight over the financial plank has 
left much bad blood in its wake. It is 
not only the silver men who are sore over 
the result, but there are many others. 

While Platt and his men have made the 
fignt for the word “gold” they are not at 
all pleased at the efforts of Hanna and 
the Ohioians to step In and take the credit 
for it now. There is great friction between 
the Ohio and New York clans. The 
Onioians are bitter toward Platt for forc- 
ing this money fight, and Platt is sore 
because of the Ohioians’ efforts to crowd 
him into the background. The ‘talk of 
Hanna for chairman of the national com- 
mitteé has caused a general unsheathing 
of, Knives by the Plattites. Hanna has a 
lof of followers who say he must run 
ihe campaign. The New Yorkers say if 
he does he will be taken care of in the 
New .York way. The fact is that beneath 
the apparently falling calm there are all 
kinds of discords; there are all kinds of 
bickerings, and heartburnings, and wounds 
too deep for-any campaign. 

New York and Missouri. Have Fights. 

It is seldcm that a purely local fight is 
taken as of serious import by a national 
convention, no matter hcw much attention 
it may attract, but there have ‘been two 
here today that did create real sensations. 
. One of these was the fight in the New 
York delegation between the Platt and anti- 
Platt forces. Warner Miller led the anti 
fight and was badly knocked out. -*‘De old 
man,’ as the Bowery contingent lovingly 
refers to Platt, had things distinctly his 
own way ard by a vote of 53 to 17 was 
elected chairman. 

There were charges and counter charges 
of treachery, the Platt men being particu- 
larly strong in their references to Miller, 
and to ethers who declined to nestle 
beneath the thumb of the “easy boss.” 
Piatt has been making a desperate play 
to prave himself still a factor in national 
politics, and the McKinley bolt in his 
state, which has nineteen votes, has been 
the worst blow he has received. It was 
the smarting from. this that led to the dis- 
play of soreness on his part and on the 
part of his followers. While this fight 
may not have disastrous after results, the 
other local contest referred to will. 

If there was any doubt before of Mis- 
svuri going into the democratic column, 
that doubt was eliminated by the Missouri 
delegation today, when it turned down old 
man Chauncey I. Filley and élected 
Kerens national committeeman. The fight 
between Filley and Kerens is one of long 
standing. Filley has the state organiza- 
tion at his back and is regarded as the 
old man powerful. The state convention 
instructed for his election as national com- 
mitteeman, but Kerens represented the Mce- 
Kinley element, and it is said that Hanna's 
fine Italian hand is seen in the result. Fil- 
ley’s followers are beside themselves with 
rage. Filley made a speech to his follow- 
ers, declaring that he had been defeated 
by unfair means and proposed to get even, 
and this means a very great deal in Mis- 
souri. The American Protective Associa- 
tion is strong in Missouri and aside from 
Filley’s strength, has been fighting Kerens. 
The leading republicans familiar with the 
situation do not hesitate in declaring that 
nothing short of a miracle could put Mis- 
gsouri in the republican column after the 
eventa -* today. Surely everything con- 
spires to make the democratic chances this 
year beautiful. 

Many Aspire To Be Vice President. 

The comedy element in this political dra- 
ma is furnished by the vice presidential as- 
pirants. You can scarcely turn about here 
in the S@fithern hotel lobby without tread- 
ing on the corns of some would-be vice 
president or one of the chief heelers. The 
pictures of ‘“‘favorite sons’’ outnumber even 
those of McKinley. One of the most 
gressively prevalent, by picture and in, per- 
son, is D. Russell Brown, of the great 
state of Rhode Island. The fact that D. 
Russell has but one-third of the delegation 
from his own state does not phase him in 


as- 


the least. 

‘He has the solid support of the western 
part of his state,’’ argued one of his hench- 
men today. The exquisite humor of that 
declaratiog will be appreciated if you 
glance at the map of Rhode Island. 

Bradley, of Kentucky, has taken down his 
small presidential lightning rod and is now 
on the bench of vice presidential mourners, 
General Dan Butterfield is about himself 
and seems to think he is the par excellence 
of New York. 

Ex-Governor Lippett divides the Rhode 
Island support with D. Russell Brown and 
thinks he is cutting a figure. 

Burckly, of Vermont, has some badges 


and buttons. And there are many others. 


A number of them. 

The Evans boomers received a valuable 
accession today in the person of our own 
Major Stahlman, of Nashville and Atlanta, 
who has been putting in his time preaching 
to the different state delegations the ir- 
portance of taking a southern tail to their 
presidential kite. The major is always en- 
thusiastic in any cause which enlists his 
support and seems te be most earnest in 
his support of the Tennessee aspirant for 
vice presidential honors. He puts up a 
good argument, too, and while it may not 
win, it is undoubtedly having an effect. 

“Your candidate for president comes 
from the west,” says he, “and your plat- 
form will be one practically dictated by the 
east. With that platform you are reason- 
ably certain of losing some extreme west~ 
ern states. At the same time you are cer- 
tain of holding your eastern states. Your 
platform will do that now. Now how are 
you going to offset the loss of the silver 
states. The nomination of an eastern man 
for vice president will not help you, for 
you have the east already, but if you tak 


Evans, of Tennessee, you can carry Ten- | 


nessee and Kentucky and probably Geor- 
gia.’’ 

That is the Stahiman argument as the 
major presents it and he is presenting it 
with characteristic force. He seems to be 
earnest, too. . 

“I told them when they counted him out 
of the governorship,” said he this evening, 
“that they would make him vice president, 
and I'd like to see my prophecy come true.” 

The major has a good many lieutenants 
in this effort to make a southern tail ma- 
terlalize, but unless there is a decided 
change from the sentiment which has pré- 
vailed today they can have very little 
chance of success. 

The talk today has been almost entirely 
for Morton. 

Platt has tried to discountenance this, 
because to let Merton be -talked of for sec- 
ond place at this time weakens the “easy 
boss’’ in the bluff he has been putting up 
against the McKinley groundswell, but 
the sentiment as reflected in the lobbies and 
the meetings of the state delegations has 


been that Morton is the man for vice presi-— 


dential nomination, if he can be induced to 
take it. 

Most people believe he can. They have 
become pretty well convinced that Reed 
would spurn a unanimous election, but they 
say that if Platt is out of the way or if 
he can be won from his present opposition 
Governor Morton and his barrel would 
again place themgelveés at the disposal of 
the party. 

There is a good deal of Depew talk, too, 
for the eloquent Chauncey is popular des- 
pite the Vanderbilt halo he wears. A cor- 
poration mortgage has a tendency to make 
a man pretty popular in this gathering, 
where the plutocrat is the popular idol. 

After Depew Hobart talk is perhaps most 
plentiful. The New Jerseyites are working 
hard to put throug@ what they claim was 
‘the original slate of McKinley and Hobart, 
and they argue that this combination would 
be much stronger than would one made up 
with any New York man at the nether 
eng. 
Hobart would, they claim, be stronger 
in New York than any New Yorker and 
they say he would be eminently satisfacto- 
ry to the corporate interests of the east, 
from whom the election fat must come, 
and you know this is g@ potent argument 
with republicans. 

The McKinley leaders are expressing no 
preference on the vice presidency and if 
they do not the contest may be interest- 


ing. 
Kolb, of Alabama, Shows His Hand. 

The southern delegates are cutting very 
little figure thus far and it is needless to 
Say this state of affairs brings a large 
quantity of sorrow to the hearts of the 
brothers in black. The only southerners 
who attract particuar attention are those 
from North Carolina, representing as they 
do the successful fusion between the repub- 
licans and populists against democracy, 
Senator Pritchard, who heads this delega- 
tion, is one of the men pointed out as a cu- 
riosity. He created a small sensation today 
by a declaration in favor of bimetallism. 
However, in explaining what he means, he 
gets the Jaugh from the silver men, for he 
takes the Ohio straddle as his model for a 
bimetallic platform. Another southern man 
who attracts attention Is Kolb from Ala- 
bama. It was given out that Kolb and 
Bowman and Manning came to attend the 
populist conference this week, but I get it 
from undoubted sources that the real in- 
tention of the visit is to see what can be 
done toward fusion. The populist end of 
that combination wants to see what induce- 
ments of a national character it can get 
from the republican big bosses. Captain 
Kolb has no hesitancy in declaring that in 
is his purpose from now for all time to 
come to fight the organized democracy of 
his state. ‘ Just what he and his followers 
expect in the way of encouragement does 
not appear, but they feel that they ought 
not to be entirely overlooked in the distri- 
bution of the patronage loaves and fishes. 
They are holding out hopes of carrying the 
state for McKinley with proper encourage- 
ment. 

Buck Wants Hanson. 

The Georgia delegation has settled all of 
its matters except the membership of the 
national committee. Walter Johnson is to 
be on the committee on resolutions and T. 
M. Dent, of Rome, is to represent Georgia 
on credentials. Colonel Buck is, of course, 
chairman of the delegation. There will be 
a fight over national committeeman. 

The contest over this develops something 
like a sensation in that it brings Colonel 
Buck to the front in advocacy of recogniz- 
ing the new element in the republican party 
of Georgia; or rather, the prospective new 
element, and putting them to the front in 
active management. Colonel Buck is a 
strong supporter of Major Hanson for the 
position of national committeeman, but he 
finds that he has trouble on his hands in 
his efforts to elect the major. 

The colored brother does not take at all 
kindly to this innovation, and Lyons, of 
Augusta, has announced his candidacy for 
the position. It looks tonight as if Lyons 
will certainly win. His friends say he 
has a majority of the delegation pledged 
to him, but Colonel Buck is very much in 
earnest in his advocacy of Major Hanson’s 
election and it is by no means certain that 
he will be beaten. 

‘“T am making no fight on Lyons, who 
is one of our very best workers and whom 
I know to be a true, earnest man,”’ said 
Colonel Buck, “but TI believe that Major 
Hanson’s election would be a source of 
real strength to the party.” 

While Colonel Buck says nothing more 
than this, it is a fact that he believes the 
time has come to put the affairs of the 
party in Georgia in the hands of new men. 
If not wholly so, at least largely so, and 
the election of Hanson would be the open- 
ing wedge. Buck is himself a sick man 
and declares that it is going to be impos- 
sible for him to take active charge of the 
campaign in Georgia this year. It would 
not surprise me to see him put more white 
men than ever’ before on the state com- 
mittee which he appoints under the reso- 
lution of the state convention. The men 
to be selected are to be largely of the 
new element, which the republicans be- 
lieve will come to them in the event of 
MeKinley’s homination. They believe they 
will have accessions from protective tariff 
men and also from gold standard demo- 
crats. It is believed that he is being en- 
couraged in this by the McKinley leaders, 
who prefers to see a strong protective 
tariff element in Georgia on the national 
committee. 

Mr. Hanna is a strong friend of Major 
Hanson and is anxious to have him on the 
committee, but, as I said, this plan will 
in all probability miscarry; as it is, the 
Georgia delegation who are in the - ma- 
jority favor Lyons. It is only fair to add 
here that Major Hanson is not himself a 
candidate. He left for home tonight. The 


committee has finished its labors, and as 
he is not well, he decided that he would 
not stay to the convention. Before going 
he reiterated his position to Colonel Buek 
in the presence of several Georgians. 

“T will serve if I am elected;’’ said he, 
“but I am in no sense a candidate.” 

“I know that,’’ replied Colonel Buck, 
“but it is my fight, and I belHeve it would 
be greatly to the interest of the party in 
Georgia to have you serve us in that ca- 
pacity.’’ 

It is given out as an interesting item of 
Georgia news that Bftl Pledger has de- 
serted and announced for McKinley. I 
don’t think this will surprise anybody who 
knows Bill, The only surprise is that. there 
has been counter temptation great enough 
to keep Bill out of the band wagon this 
long. 

There are the usual  night-before-the- 
convention scenes tonight, the followers of 
candidates having the assistance of more 
or less extensive jags in stirring up en- 
thusiasm. Most of this has been confined 
to the vice presidential candidates, though, 
At midnight the Southern was invaded by 
a gang of Ohio boys who were making 
all sorts of noise for McKinley and Ohio. 
The fact is, however, that there is a 
wonderful lack of anything like genuine 
enthusiasm. Chairman Harrity, of the 
democratic committee, is an interested 
Spectator. 

“They are very short on enthusiasm,” 
he says. “The fact is, they are a long 
way from having elected their man, and 
they know it.”’ 

The greatest enthusiasm of the night 
has been aroused’ by “Dixie,’’ which all 
the bands have been playing. Who can 
say that the bloody shirt has not been 
buried when ‘Dixie’ its the favorite air 
at a republican convention? and even Fire 
Alarm Foraker has entered no protest.

LODGE WEARS A SMILE. 


HE WORKED HARD TO GET IN 
THE WORD “GOLD.”’ 


Hanna Has Tried Every Way To 
Avoid It, but Could Not 
Succeed. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 15.—"‘Gold has carried 
the day.’ This assertion, made by 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge this afternoon 
put a new phase on the financial situation 
and overturned several of the plans which 
had been fcrmed by those who expected 
a different result. Mr. Lodge figured that 
twenty-two out of the forty-five states 
now forming the union had eacn selected 
a member of the committee on resolutions 
favorable to the guild standard and that 
two or three western states were likely 
to follow suit, thus insuring a clear ma- 
jority. 

The Ohio men somewhat reluctantly rec- 
ognized that Mr. lodge was speaking by 
the card. Mr. George A. Robertson, editor 
of The Cleveland, O., Recorder, who has 
made a specialty of fashioning the views 
of the Ohio leaders in this matter, saw ex- 
Secretary Foster and asked him if he did 
not know that the people ali through nortn- 
ern Ohio were for silves. He replied: 

“The people of Ohio afe republicans and 
they will stand by sound republican doc- 
trine. Free silver is*a heresy and they do 
not want it.” 

General Grosvenor, who is regarded al- 
most as the mouthpiece of McKinley, said: 

“The platform will be all right. There 
will be no occasion for the east to com- 
plain on that score. It will be discussed 
a good deal more but it is really settled 
just the same that the declaration will be 
for gold.’’ 

And even Mr. Mark Hanna could not dis- 
pute the fact that the gold standard plank 
was in the ascendant. 

It is somewhat singular that 1])}inois, 
which turned the scale in favor of McKin- 
ley by instructing for him instead of for 
Cullom; took a leading part in shaping the 
course of the middle western stat2s tcday 
by adopting a gold plank by the decisive 
vote of 42 to 6. The action of the Idaho 
State delegation may perhaps be signifi- 
cant of an intent to bolt. It selected all 
of the usual officers appointed by state del- 
egations except some one to wait upon the 
nominee for president and the nominnee 
for vice president. Beyond this an@ the 
exceedingly soft money plank adopted by 
the Iowa delegation, who favored ““vold, 
Silver and paper,’ kept on a parity bv the 
enactment of laws to accomplish it, there 
were no very significant financial featvres 
in the meetings of the state delezations 
which have occupied so much of the dey. 

In the selection of national committee- 


“men for next year many men of national 


repute were turnéd down. William H. 
Hahn; so long a potent factor in Ohio 
politics, disappears from the list, ws does 
also the equally well-known General James 
S. Clarkson, of Iowa, and ex-Pres:idjent 

Harrison’s friend, J. N. Huston, of 
diana. Mr Chauncey 1. Filley, of Mis- 
souri, sustained another defeat at the 
hands of his old opponent, R. Cc, k_erens, 
and Colonel William Lamb, chairman. of 
the republican state committee of \ irginia, 
and leader of the Reed forces in that state, 
was compelled to retire from the national 
committee in favor of a gentleman holding 
different views. The case of Mr. Joseph H. 
Manley is still held under advisement by 
his delegation with an intimation that they 
will probably consider his recent offense 
in giving up the Reed ship as cne of the 
head rather than of the heart and will 
keep him in his committee Membe-vznip. 

Today’s proceedings seem not whly to 
have settled the financial plank, bur Fhe 
tariff plank also of the next republican 
plaform. A sketch of the proposed tariff 
propositions which it is said was either 
drawn up by Major McKinley himself, or 
was submitted to him for approval, pro- 
poses an increase of duties all along the 
line sufficient for the needs of the treasury 
and the re-imposition of protective duties 
on Wool and sugar. 

The first four paragraphs of the plat- 
form are devoted to a denunciation of the 
democratic policy, to which is ascribed the 
commercial and industrial depression that 
has prevailed during the past three years, 
and a. laudation of the republican policy 
of protection, which had prevailed for 
thirty years previously. There is a strong 
recommendation for the imposition of 10 
per cent duty on imports in foreign bot- 
toms, as foreshadowed in Governor For- 
aker’s statement published this morning. 
The language of the platform is described 
as forceful, alliterative and full of catchy 
phrases such as are calculated to ‘bring 
down fhe house,’’ . 

All the talk anfong the advanced silver 
men tonight is of bolting after their min- 
ority free silver report from the committee 
y = oni is voted down, as of course 
it will be. 


The Lucky Tar Heels.

DEAD MEN ARE KEPT ON THE PAYROLLS 


So That the Officers May Draw the 
Wages and Grow Rich—None 
but Privates Go Hungry. 


Havana, June 13, via Tampa, Fla., June 
15.—For the last ten days a lot of Spanish 
generals have been flocking into Havana 
from all parts of the island. There are 
here at present Generals Oldare, Barrague, 
Gonzales, Munoz, Ruiz, Melguizo, Hernan- 
dez, Ferrer, Basan, Altacshte, Suarez and 
Inclan, without counting Suarez Valdez, 
brought disabled from the wounds he re- 
ceived in the Descanso engagement with 
Maceo. Naturally with these generals 
there have arrived. a great number of colo- 
nels, lieutenant colonels and other minor 
officers forming the staff of the generals, 
the list of which would fill a column. The 
hotels are crowded with them to the great 
satisfaction of the hotel keepers, who are 
reaping a rich harvest with so many 
guests. The cafes are also having a boom, 
for at night nothing is seen in them but 
the white caps and blue unforms of officers 
of all ranks, sipping their lemonades or 
other refreshing drinks, discussing war 
matters. Nobody looking at these men 
taking their drinks with such tranquillity 
would ever imagine that the island is con- 
vulsed with a tremendous war, which only 
the American administration seems to 
ignore, and that some of them have still 
on their hands the stains of innocent 
blood, shed in their implacable fury to 
destroy whatever bears the name of Cuban, 
be it man, woman or child. Nevertheless 
some of them bear on their faces the 
stamp of their characters. Take for in- 
stance, Melguizo, tall, lean, close shaven, 
with small, piercing gray eyes and a gen- 
eral sneakish expression which denotes his 
cowardice and brutality. 

Why Are They Together? 

The presence of all these generals and 
Officers is exciting comment. Many be- 
lieve they have been called by General 
Weyler to arrange another of his famous 
combinations against Maceo in order to 
force him out of Pinar del Rio, where it 
seems that chief is doing whatever he 
chooses without the least intention of leav- 
ing the “trap” they had set for him. They 
now appreciate the stupidity of having 
established that cordon after Maceo got 
inside the province, and not before he 
tried to enter it, as any other foreign gen- 
eral would have done, according to the 
simplest rule of military tactics. Conse- 
quently seeing the grave error they have 
committed and that the trocha is crumbling 
to pieces on account of the rains, and that 
fevers are sweeping away the men by the 
hundreds, they have decided to push Maceo 
on the line and force him to cross it in 
order to have a pretext to break up the 
line. It igs also said that they will clear 
the road and put no great obstruction in 
his way for that purpose. The question is 
to break up the trocha, which is a sore 
wart on Weyler’s nose. It remains to be 
seen what Maceo has to say about it. 

Another version of the generals’ visit is 
that they have come to ask for money to 
pay the trocps, who are without pay since 
the middle of February last. It is said 
that there is gerat discontent among them, 
and this is the principal _ reasons for 
so many of them deserting to the rebel 
ranks. It is also runfored that two battal- 
ions mutinied against their officers at Los 
Palos, Havana province, a few days ago, 
but the mutiny was quelled by paying them 
their arrears. That there is some truth 
in this is proven by the fact that in this 
very city you are accosted frequently, al- 
most daily, by many poor, ragged soldiers, 
requesting the gift of a few coppers to 
buy cigarettes or other articles. Nothing 
more sickening can be seen than these 
poor soldiers strolling around the city in 
their soiled, tattered outfit, with an old 
straw hat, battered out of shape, clothes- 
less and ‘their toes protruding from old 
shoes broken to pieces. It is a perfect 
shame and a disgrace to Spain to keep 
these poor fellows in such a pitable state. 
Fat Officers Robbing the Poor Soidiers. 

And, while the general officers took un- 
concerned on the miserable condition of 
their soldiers, they are filling their pock- 
ets with the proceeds of scandalous specu- 
lations, carried on with the greatest au- 
dacity. Something has already been said 
about the big sums which are being made 
by hiding the number of deaths occurring 
in the ranks, either killed or from wounds 
or diseases. 

The generals keep them living—on paper 
—in order to receive their pay. This is 
the reason why no accurate data can be 
obtained of the actual losses of the Span- 
ish army since the beginning of the war, 
and all calculations are based on mere sup- 
positions, which according to good authori- 
ties exceed 30,000 men. 

Another big speculation hag been the 
horse business. When Campos ordered the 
seizure of all the horses in the island to 
mount the troops he commanded that the 
owners were to receive $34 as the maximunf 
price of each, they being given a receipt 
which was to be collected in time, bu 
has never been paid up to the present. 
Now it appears that the treasury has paid 
$1,298,695.20 for the purchase of 38,197 horses; 
according to disbursements made in the 
following manner: 

April, 1895, $110,826.60; May, 1895, $190,880.30; 
June, 1895, $93,132.00; July, 1895, $117,550.00; 
August, 1295, $334,164.80; September, 1896, 
$80,578.00; October, 1895, $81,039.00; Novem- 
ber, 1895, $99,015,46; December, 1895, $62,980; 
January, 186, $57,025; February, 1896, 9,061.44; 
March, 1896, $200; April, 1596, $20,355; May, 
1895, $42,085; total, $1,298,693.20. 

Now, if one takes into consideration that 
according to the official report the troops 
have captured from the insurgents 518,327 
horses since the war broke out, it will be 
easily seen that there was no necegsity for 
buying horses, and that the money ex- 
pended was a sheer waste or a shameful 
robbery. 

Love Blood Like a Butcher. 

Havana, June 13, via Tampa, Fla., June 
15.—Last Saturday, the 6th, the parties of 
Eduarde Garcia and Sanguilly routed 
the Valencia battalion near Union de Reys, 
with a loss of thirty-four dead and a great 
number of wounded. In their flight the sol- 
diers left a considerable quantity of arms 
and ammunition, among which were two 
cases of cartridges. 

Colonel Fort’s column, which was travel- 
ing on the train blown up with dynamite 
near Bermsja this week, lost fourteen dead 
and sixteen wounded. 

Enrique Collazo and Pedro Nasquez are 
hovering around Bolondron, Matanzas prov- 
ince, with 2,000 men, waiting for the ar- 
rival of Marjia Rodriguez from Camaguey 
or Francisco Carrillo, if he should happen 
to come there.

LOUISIANA GOES SOLID 
FOR FREE COINAGE. 


AND THE UNIT RULE WAS ADOP- 
TED BY THE CONVENTION. 


Proceedings of the Democratic Con- 
vention of Louisiana at Baton 
Rouge Yesterday. 


Baton Rouge, La., June 15.—The demo- 
cratic state convention was called to or- 
der at 12:30 this afternoon by Chairman 
Kruttschmitt, of the~-state central com- 
mittee. Judge S. T. Baird, of (Morehouse, 
a strong free silver man, was called to 
the chair as temporary chairman. He 
made a vigorous speech favoring free 
silver. Indications now point to almost a 
solid silver delegation to Chicago. Justice 
McEnery, Senator Blanchard, Represen- 
tative Robertson and ex+Mayor Fitz- 
patrick, all free silver men, will be dele- 
gates at large. After appointing a com- 
mitte on credentials the convention took a 
recess until 8 o’clock. 

The convention met at 8 o’clock and in- 
structed its delegates to the Chicago con- 
vention to vote for the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 and 
vote as a unit on all matters. 


“GIVE ME MONEY OR YOU DIE.” 


A CRANK TACKLES A NEW YORE 
BANKER. 
The Banker Declines To Give Up and 
Is Shot~The Crank Shoots 
Himself. 


New York, June 15.—President George H. 
Wyckoff, of the New Amsterdam bank, 
was shot in the abdomen and probably fa- 
tally injured shortly before 1 o’clock this 
afternoon by a strange visitor at the bank, 
who afterwards shot himself in the neck 
and»left side, just under the heart. 

The stranger, whose name was after- 
wards learned to be George D. Clark, en- 
tered the main doorway of the bank at 
the northwest corner of Broadway and 
Thirty-ninth street at 12:4 o'clock. He 


said nothing to any of the clerks or other | 


officials in the outer office of the bank, 
but made his way at once to the room of 
President Wyckoff, which is at the Thir- 
ty-ninth street end of the banking room. 
President Wyckoff was alone in the room 
when the stranger entered. He was busy 
with some papers at his desk, but as the 
door opened he turned and faced his vis- 


itor. 

“Il want some money,” said the man, 
At the same time the stranger produced a 
sheet of paper on which was written the 
following note: 

“We want $6,00, five one-thousand 
and two five-hunderd dollor 
I will shoot you if you make a false 
move, so be careful. My partner is out- 
side and has you covered. Make an alarm 
within three minutes after I leave and 
he will throw a stick of dynamite through 
the front entrance. Put the money in an 
envelope; don’t talk.’’ 

The note bore no signature. President 
Wyckoff, after reading it, rose from his 
chair and said: 

“I can’t do that at once. I will have 
to consult the other officials of the bank.” 
As he said this he walked toward ‘the 
door, He had got about twelve or fifteen 
feet away from his caller when Clark 
drew a revolver and fired at him. The 
ball struck President Wyckoff in the ab- 
domen He staggered out through the rear 
door of the recom into the main room of 
the bank and had made his way about 
half way to the entrance of the bank 
when he sank exhausted on the floor. 

In the meantime two more shots had 
been heard from the same room, cnd as 
President Wyckoff, supported by ‘Teller 
Demarest and two or three other clerks, 
was assistec Into ‘his office, Clark was 
found near the desk of the cashier. 

A policeman who had heard ihe pistol 
shots ran into the office of the 
telephoned for an ambulance. 

After his wounds had been temporarily 
dressed President Wyckoff was taken to the 
New York hospital. An investigation of 
Clark’s injuries showed that one shot had 
taken effect in the left side of his neck; 
the other was in the side just below the 
heart, the bullet evidently lodging in the 
stomach. Clark was unconscious. His in- 
juries were dressed temporarily end he 
also was driven to the New York horp'tal. 
At the hospital the assailant, after admit- 
ting that Clark was not his proper name, 
stated to the coroner that he had no par- 
ticular motive for killing Mr. Wyckoff 
other than that of getting money for the 
support of his wife and child. He said he 
had been out of work for some time. He 
also said that he did not mean io harm 
My Wyckoff, but had intended committing 
suicide if his demand was refused. At a 
late hour the bullet was removed from Mr. 
Wyckoff’s intestines and according to the 
physicians who performed the operation 
the patient now has a fair chance of re- 
covery. The doctors also said that C:ark’s 
chance of recovery is good.

SECRETARY CARLISLE 
ON THE WITNESS STAND, 


HE TELLS THE SPECIAL COMMIT- 
TEE OF Tix SENATE 


What He Knows About Selling United 
States Bones, at Which He’s 
- gan Expert. 


Washington, June 15.—The investigation 
into the recent sales df bonds by the go0v- 
erument was begun today in @ special 
committee of the senate, of which Senator, 
Uarris, of Tenne2ssee, is chairman. Sec- 
retary Carlisle appeared to answer ques- 
tions and to explain his communication 
regarding the bond issues sent to the sen- 
ate just before adjournment. 

Senator Vest opened the inquiry by ask- 
ing. the seceretary how he came to chango 
his contract with the syndicate by releas- 
ing it from its obligation to purchase one- 
half of the gold for the payment for bonds 
abroad. 

The seceretary replied that the syndi- 
cate had the gold and did not have to buy 
it in this country. It was simply a ques- 
tion of requiring it té ship the gold to 
Europe and then return it. He wanted 
to stop shipments of gold of any kind to 
Europe, as each shipment caused uneasi- 
ness in financial and business circles. Re- 
plying to a further question by Mr. Vest, 
he said that the protective clause in the 
contract with the syndicate, that requiring 
it to do all in its power to protect the 
gold reserve during the .operation of its 
contract, was made at his suggestion, 

In this issue no bids were called for, the 
negotiation for replenishing the gold re- 
serve being made with the Morgan-Bel- 
mont syndicate alone. This course was 
adopted because the exigency was great, 
and there was no time to advertise. At 
this time the gold reserve was reduced to 
about $41,000,000. F 

Mr. Vest asked if the bonds had not 
risen in value at the time and if the syn- 
dicate had not made a handsome profit 
by’ taking ihe Graves allotment. 

Secretary Carlisle could not say. He 
had; disposed of the bonds to the best of 
his ability. In case they had fallen vin 
value he “thought that he gould have 
forced the syndicate to take the Graves 
allotment. Their, offer for the whole 
amount, in his opinion, was still open. : 

In reply to Mr. Vest the secretary said 
that he had \never tendered silver in pay- 
ment for treasury motes. He thought 
that it was his duty _to pay these notes in 
gold, and had so ordered. At the time he 
thought it would be dangerdus to do other- 
wise. He. had, however, considered the 
question of paying these notes in silver, 
In reply to a question by Senator Platt 
he said that at the time the syndicate 
negottation was made he knew of no one 
who could cr would furnish the required 
gold. 

Mr. Vest asked him if he did not remem. 
ber telling him, Vest, that he had one 
remedy and that. it was to pay one-half — 
on the treasury notes of 1890 in silver. 

He could not remember having made 
this statenient or a further one, recalled 
by Mr. Vest, to the effect that the pres- 
ident was of the opinion that the notes of 
1899 were payable in gold. ' 

The secretary answered a number of 
questions, all of which were covered in 
his letter to the senate, after which the 
committee took a recess until 2:30 o'clock. 

After recess Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury Curtis took the stand. Mr. Vest 
wanted to “know something of his coan- 
nection” with the sale of bonds, and asked 
him to tell the committee of his visits to 
New York as the “agent” of the treasury 


‘department. 


Mr. Curtis said that he went to New 
York many times, his visits in connection 
with the bond sales beginning in January, 
1894. His instructions were verbal, and 
were given thim by Secretary Carlisde. 
He was to go to New York and “look inte 
the situation” and see what was going on, 
He saw Treasurer Jordan, members of 
the clearing house and a number of out- 
siders. It was his aim to get the “general 
temper’ of the people.

Had the vote 
been taken, it is said that Mr. Lamb would 
have received but three out of twenty-four 
votes in the delegation. -Mr. Bowden's 
election was practically unanimous and 
without the formality of a vote. 

The remaining convention committe. as- 
signments were as follows: Chairman of 
the delegation, ex-Congressman Waddill; 
resolutions, ex-Congressman Brady; rules, 
William Lamb; credentials, J. M. Mc- 
Laughlin; permanent organization, General 
Stith Bolling. To notify the president, J. 
S. Browning; to notify the vice president, 
R. T. Hubbard. The financial plank was 
discussed informally, ex-Congressman Bra- 
dy expressing himself as being favorable 
to sound money, but it is said that if the 
majority of the committee on resolutions 
favor the insertion 3f the word ‘‘gold’’ Mr. 
Brady will vote that way. 


Foraker’s Statement. 


Senator-elect Foraker, who is to be chair- 
man of the committee on resolutions, makes 
public the following statement: 

“I believe in bimetallism in contradistinc- 
tion to either gold monometallism or sil- 
ver monometallism, but I believe that the 
free coinage of silver without an interna- 
tional agreement would mean silver mono- 
metallism and I am therefore opposed to 
it and in favor of maintaining our exist- 
ing standard until we can do better. 

“The tariff plank will be a distinat decla- 
ration in favor of protection to American 
industries and to American. labor, but 
that will not mean that it will favor the 
re-enactment of the McKinley tariff law. 
That law will never be re-enacted. Con- 
ditions have changed and tariff rates must 
change with them. 

“T want to see another plank in the plat- 
form. I want a declaration in favor of re- 
storing our merchant marine, and of doing 
it by recurring to the policy of discriminat- 
ing duties. Bounties and subsidies are dis- 
tasteful. The American people would never 
sustain a volicy of subsidies, and there- 
fore, we can never build up a merenant 
marine in that wey: hut when we say to 
shippers abroad that they can have a re- 
bate by shipping in American bottoms we 
Can get the carrying trade back again. We 
paid nearly $200,000,000 in gold annually to 
foreign ship-owners for freight transporta- 
tion; every dollar of which we ougat to 
pay at home and keep at home. This is 
enough of itself to cure all this money 
question.

Lodge Eloquent ds Well as Happy. 


“We have won the fight; gold is the vie- 
tor. The committee on resoiutions will 
declare tor a gold standard and that de- 
claration will be adopted by the convenh- 
tion.”’ 

Such was the statement of Senator Lodge 
this afternoon. He concluded: 

“Since the conference Was held last night 
We have received returns from tinany ol 
the states that have elected their mem- 
bers of the committee on resolutions, and 
Wwe know. exactly where we stand. The 
States that have elected members of the 
dommittee on resolutions pledged to a 
gold standard are: Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode I1s- 
land and Connecticut, a solid Dew Eng- 
land; (New York, New Jersey, Pennsylva- 
nia; Maryland, Delaware, West Virginia, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, North Dakota, Ore- 
gon, Washington, Tennessee, Kentucky, 
Nebraska, Illinois and District of Colum- 
bia. This makes twenty-two states and 
when it comes to the voting Ohio and In- 
diaina and certain others of the middle 
western states will be compelled to go on 
record as favoring a gold standard. . Thus 
it will be seen that we have carried the 
dzy and the republican party will be saved 
from committing itself to a straddle. The 
vote will come first on a minority report 
for a free coinage plank, which will ve 
voted down and the gold plank substituted. 
Of course, the western silver states can- 
not be counted upon, but we have saved 
New York and the vote of that state 
amounts to more than the combined vote 
of all the silver producing states should 
they aitempt to repudiate the republican 
ticket. It is my firm belief that the adop- 
tion of a gold plank will be the salvation 
of the republican party and cause the 
friends of honest money to rally around 
its standard the whole country over.” 

Senator Lodge had a conference again 
this morning with Mr. Hanna with refer- 
ence to the financial plank, and argued in 
favor of the Massachusetts idea with such

Mr. Lodge replied that the importance 
of the cause demanded that he should be 
persistent, and he concluded the interview 
with the statement that Ohio would be 
compelled to get into line and vote for the 
adoption of this plank. The personal ef- 
forts of Mr. Lodge have done much in 
molding public sentiment, and should the 
plank of which Mr. Jdge is the author 
be adopted much of the credit will be due 
to him and those associated with him. 


Negroes Work for Gold. 


During the morning a round up of col- 
ored delegates favorable to the goid stand- 
ard was made in the rooms of the Massa- 
chusetts delegation. These colored men of 
the south, to the number of forty-five, 
were gathered there and adopted resolu- 
tions pledging themselves to work for the 
adoption of this plank. They were at 
once ‘sent out to proselyte among the 
various colored delegates from the south. 
This meeting was not permitted to pass 
without a protest. Dr. 8S. D. Redmond, 
a delegate from Mississippi, says that while 
only forty-five were present at this meet- 
ing there are in reality about 200 colored 
delegates and alternates attending the con- 
vention, 

“The statement that the colored delegates 
and alternates attending the convention 
have declared for a gold standard,” said 
Dr. Redmond, ‘‘does us an injustice. I do 
not say that the delegates will not indorse 
such action, but the fact I desire to bring 
out is that only a small portion of those 
entitled to vote were present. I consider 
the meeting simply a move to brace up the 
ee delegation in its demand for 
gO ” 

Senator Lodge’s declaration that the 
committee on resolutions will adopt a gold 
lank is pratically confirmed at McKinley 

eadquarters. The pressure from the east- 
ern states has heen so strong that it is 
admitted the McKinley nranagers will not 
arbitrarily oppose it, notwithstanding their 
personal objections. 

Congressman Taft, of Ohio, is one of the 
McKinley men who regard it as unwise to 
leave the word ‘‘gold’’ out of the plat- 
form. 

“The republican party,’”’ he said, “has 
always been fearless in maintaining its 
principles. The money question is a great 
question. The democrats will declare for 
the free coinage of silver. We must meet 
the issue squarely and without equivoca- 
tion. There must be no juggling of words, 
or confusion of terms. We must declare 
for the maintenance of the present gold 
standard, and on that issue and protection 
make our fight:’’ 

There will be no subsequent convention 
by the free silver republicans. The west- 
ern men will accept it as philosophically 
as possible, although not without vigorous 
protest both here and at home. 

No iormal conference 
silver faction of the party was 
held today. but Mr. Teller, ‘wher- 
ever he has happened to be, has been 
the magnet that attracted every silver 
man in St. Louis.

Mr. Teller has called a caucus for ‘to- 
morrow evening of the free silver mem- 
bers of the committee on resolutions.

When it comes to the meeting of the 
Conmmnistee plank declaring for free coin- 
age as infé¥preted by Mr. Teller will be 
submitted by him. This, of course, will be 
voted down. A compromise will then be 
offered in the shape of a proposition to 
coin the American product only. This, too, 
will meet the fate of the more advanced 
proposition. It is not improbable that a 
third proposition promising future legisla- 
tion favorable to silver will be submitted, 
the silver men not abandoning hope until 
every offer has been rejected. The fight 
will then be carried into the convention. 

Possibly these same propositions may be 
submitted there; they certainly will be if 
the chairman of the committee will enter- 
tain the motion. If the finincial plank be- 
comes a subject for debate, as it is be- 
lieved it will be, Senators Teller and Du- 
bois, Representative Hartman and others 
of the silver leaders wilt make brief 
speeches outlining their position and warn- 
ing the convention that any plank, how- 
ever it may be worded, other than a free 
coinage declaration, will cause the defeat 
of the ticket in every silver state of the 
west. It is understood that while Mr. 
Teller’s speech will be earnest and to the 
point of intense vehemence, he will not 
then and there boit the convention and 
leave under the dramatic circumstances 
that have sometimes been pictured. His 
speech will, however, represent the views 
of every silver delegate to this convention 
and it is possible, even probable, that 
some men will refrain from further par- 
ticipationein the business of the conven- 
tion. The most prominent of the silver 
leaders is authority for the statement to- 
night that no convention. or meeting 
Separate from the regular convention will 
be called in behalf of the free silverites. 
What may be done in the future-is still 
undetermined. The action of the conven- 
tion in denying the demands of the silver 
men will not be permitted to go without 
official protest. A declaration is 
prepared setting forth the views of the 
Silver men and warning the country of 
the sure disaster to follow the adoption 
of the platform agreed upon and the elec. 
tion of a president pledged to a gold stan- 
dard or the present order of things. 

The rough draft of this manifesto was

The plan to avoid a hearing of contests 
in the committee on credentials by adopt- 
ing as a whole the temporary roll report- 
ed by the national committee is not likely 
to succeed.

THEY CHARGE PARKS 


With the Murder of A. T. Verdery, in 
Columbia County. 


BY THE CORONER'S JURY 


The Investigation Yesterday Near 
Harlem—Resolutions of the Cit- 
izens To Abide by the Law. 


Augusta, Ga., June 15.—(Special.)—The 
verdict of the coroner’s jury sitting on the 
murder case of A. T. Verdery, in Harlem, 
was reached this afternoon. It is as fol- 
lows: 

“We, the jury, find that A. T. Verdery 
came to his death from a blow or blows 
with a club in the hands of Ed Parks, and 
that the same is murder.” 

The verdict seems to give general satis- 
faction, though some are 
lieve that there were others connected with 
the case, and there have been surmises that 
the bloody work was done by white people. 

The jury reached a verdict after hearing 
the testimony of Josh Johnson, the detec- 
tive who was employed to work on the case, 
to whom Parks made a confession of guilt 
on Thursday night, while confined in the 
same cell with him in the Appling jail. 

The Investigation. 

The coroner’s jury met at Ellis chapel, 
six miles from Harlem and half a mile from 
the scene of the murder Wednesday night. 
The investigation was carried on by Judge 
A. C. Roney, of Augusta, whe went there. 
There was an immense throng present at 
the investigation, persons coming from all 
parts of Columbia county and many from 
McDuffie, Warren, Lincoln and Richmond 
counties. 

The investigation was a secret one and 
besides the jury and officers no one was 
present except The Constitution’s represen- 
tative. There were plenty of people who 
wanted to lynch Seiten. but they did not 
want their sentiments to go to the outside 
world. 

There is no doubt that the feeling 
is very strong against Parks = and 
Sheriff Magruder has been criticised by 
those who wanted a lynching bee, because 
he was far-sighted enough to bring Parks 
to the jail in Augusta before the news of 
his confession got out. Conservative people 
say there is no doubt but that Parks would 
have been strung up had he been allowed 
to remain in Appling jail, and there is no 
certainty but that he would have felt the 
rope today had the sheriff not allowed him 
to remain in Augusta. 

Aside from the confession, sufficient cir- 
cumstantial evidence has been brought to 
light since the first day Parks’s warrant 
was issued. 

There is no probability, however, that the 
detective’s story is. not correct, for he 
would scarcely put a man’s neck in the 
naga for the consideration of a few dole 
ars.

' Parks’s :Confession. 

The story of the confession, as told by 
Johnson before the coroner’s jury this 
morning, was that: on Thursday he was 
sent for from Augusta. That night he 
went out to Appling with Mr. J. F. Hatch- 
er in a buggy, and after exchanging his 
clothes for a tramp. costume he was placed 
in jail in the same cell with Parks. Thurs- 
day night he made no progress. Parks 
asked him why he was in jail, and at 
first he told Parks that he had been ar- 
rested on suspicion of being connected 
with mturder and robbery in South Caro- 
lina. On Friday Parks became a clam 
and would not talk even ta Johnson, who 
was in the cell with him. Saturday the 
detective discovered that Parks was a 
cigarette smoker, and at dinner, when the 
sheriff came, several. packages were pro- 
cured. 

Under the seductive influence of,the weed 
Parks was drawn out. According to the 
detective’s story, there was intent of rob- 
bery on the part of Parks, though he did 
not intend to kill. #arks had intended 
leaving this week for Charleston and want- 
ed money with which to go. He was under 
the impression that Edmunds had money 
in the house, because the hands on the 
place had not been paid off and he had 
heard Mr. Clary tell the overseer that he 
would send the money by the 10th, on the 
night of which the killing was done. He 
went to the house with no intention of 
murder. 

Parks did not tell how he entered or 
where he did the killing. He entered the 
house and as he entered the door to. the 
room where the two men were sleeping, 
Mr. Verdery, who was on the side nearest 
to him, waked up. He was then lying on 
his right side, with his face away from 
Parks. As he turned over to see who 
mrade the noise in the room, Parks deait 
him a blow with the sweetgum stick which 
he carried. There was but one blow struck 
and Mr. Verdery fell back on the pillow. 
Mr. Edmunds then awakened and as he 
did so, Parks struck him down with a 
blow from the club. 

This was all of the story that the detec- 
tive could get from Parks. 

There were several other negroes exam- 
ined by the coroner’s jury, all of them 
had been in jail on suspicion of knowing 
something of the murder. They were 
questioned as to whether they overheard 
Parks making the confession to the de- 
tective, but all swore that they had not, 


Meeting of. the Citizens. 
The sentiment of some of those present 
at the investigation this morning was for 
lynching the negro at the very first oppor- 


tunity. 

Judge Roney suggested to some that they 
have a mass meeting and pass resolutions; 
that the better citizens of the county were 
disposed to allow the law to take its 
proper course. 

This met the approval of many present. 

After much talk to these, Judge Roney 
showed them where it was to their interest 
to let the world know that Colum- 
bia county did not countenance lynching 
and that the courts would be allowed to 
proceed. 

Mr. M. Q. Branch, of Berzelia, was made 
chairnran and Rev. M. Atkinson of 
Harlem, secretary of the meeting, and 
resolutions were then introduced and 
unanimously voted upon, 
ple of Columbia county are law-abiding 
and we condemn lynch law, and propose 
to hold up the arms of the governor and 
the constituted authorities in the due 
and proper administration of the law.

A Young Man’s Foot Catches in the 
Harness on a Mule. 
Americus, Ga., June 15.—(Special.)—Jo- 
seph Beeman, a young man living on the 
Stewart plantation, near Americus, met a 
trdgic death a day or two ago. Young Bee- 
man was riding a mule to the house from 
his day’s work in the field, when the ani- 
mal threw him. His foot became entangled 
in the harness and he was dragged a con- 
siderable distance over the rough ground, 
sustaining injuries from which he died 
tne next day.

Mr. Marion Erwin, attorney for Thomas 
& Ryan, purchasers of the Central rail- 
road, has returned from New Orleans, 
where he has been representing his clients 
before the court of appeals.

Judge 
Speer has been in New Orleans sitting on 
the court of appeals several months, but 
did not preside in this case.

Eagle and Phenix Tangle Is To Be 
Unraveled Tomorrow.) 


TWO SETS OF _ RECEIVERS 


Have Been Appointed, but One Will 
Have To Give Way—Judge New- 
man Will Decide. 


The appointment of two sets of receivers 
for the Eagle and Phenix mills, of Colum- 
bus, leaves the affairs of the concern in 
very tangled shape. 

At about the same hour that Judge 
Newman, of the United States court, of 
this city, appointed Judge John S. Bigby, 
Captain James W. English and G. Gunby 
Jordan receivers, Judge Butt,:of the su- 
perior court at Columbus; appointed E. P. 
Dismuke and J. W. Murphey, of. Colum- 
bus, to act in the same capacity. 

It was feared there would be a serious 
clash between the different officials, but it 
seems that a temporary agreement has 
been reached, which will restore harmony 
at least for the present. 

Judge Newman has fixed next “Wednes- 
|} day morning at the time for a fiearing of 
both sides of the case. Messrs. Murphey 
and Dismuke were temporarily appointed 
by the state court until next Saturday, 
when a hearing was ordered to name per- 
manent receivers. 

The Columbus receivers, however, con- 
sented to a joint hearing tomorrow, when 
the matter will be finally settled. 

Messrs. Bigby, English and Jordan will 
insist on Judge Newman’s confirnfing his 
action of Saturday in appointing them re- 
ceivers, while Messrs. Dismuke and Mur- 
phey will resist this and endeavor to have 
themselves appointed. 

Judge Bigby returned from Cdlumbus 
last night. He reported everything quiet 
in the city by the Chattahoochee, and pre- 
dicted an amicable settlement in the clash 
between the courts. , 

The recesvers appointed by Judge New- 
man” furnished the money yesterday for 
paying off 1,600 employes of the mills. 

The clash between the two courts brings 
to mind the very serious complication 
which ensued when two sets of receivers 
were appointed several years ago for the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia rail- 
road. The clash of the different receivers 
alnrost resulted in a riot. 

The Eagle and Phenix trouble, however, 
promises to be settled amicably at to- 
morrow’s hearing before Judge Newman. 


JUDGE NEWMAN TO DECIDE 


WHICH SET OF RECEIVERS SHALL 
HAVE CHARGE 


—-=-- 


Of the Property of the Eagle and Phe: 
nix—Petition on Which Judge 
Butt Appointed Receivers. 


Columbus, Ga., June 15.—(Special.)—The 
situation down at the Eagle and Phenix 
mills today was @ unique one. 

Early this morning both sets of receiv- 
ers appointed—one by Judge Newman, com- 
posed of Messrs. J. W. English, J. S. Big- 
by and G. Gunby Jordan; and the other by 
Judge Butt, composed of Messrs. E. P. Dis- 
muke and J. W. Murphey—appeared on the 
scene. Both claimed legal possession of the 
property and the affairs of the company 
were managed jointly in a peaceable way 
by the courts’ réspective agents today. 

It was agreed by both sets of receivers 
that the mills would operate steadily 
which is being done. The receivers 
cured the necessary money to pay off 

whands and to buy enough cotton to keep 
mills in supply several days. 

The management of the mills today was 
conducted in a very friendly manner. The 
receivers reafized that if there were any 
serious differences between the two sets the 
mills would necessarily have to shut down 
until they were adjusted. As one of the 
gentlemen remarked, pleasantly, “it was a 
dual concern, but everybody was frfendiy.” 

It was agreed by both sides to leave the 
question of which set had the right to con- 
trol the property—those appointed by Judge 
Newman or those by Judge Butt—to Judge 
Newman, who will render § his decision 
Wednesday. Judge Newman's receivers 
were appointed first, but Judge Butt’s got 
the keys first. The latter had this advan- 
tage today, but both sets claimed legal pos- 
sion. Judge Newman's decision is awaited 
with intense interest. 

What the Petition Alleges. 

The petition presented to Judge Butt Sat- 
urday night, the result of which his 
honor appointed two more receivers of the 
mills, contains some sensational allegations. 
Two of them are as follows: 

‘‘Petitioners are informed, and so charge, 
that during the fall and winter of 1892, that 
said John 3S. Bigby, then and now presi- 
dent of said manufacturing company, con- 
splring with other persons, at present un- 
known to petitioners, conceived the idea of 
advancing their personal interests in dis- 
regard of the rights of stockholders, and to 
this end began to speculate upon and deal 
in the stock of said company; that the said 
Bigby sent private communications to num- 
erous stockholders, soliciting proxies to be 
used in the election of officers, stating, in 
substance, that if he and his associates 
were given full control of the company’s 
affairs its interests would be promoted and 
a dividend would be declared, although he 
knew well that the condition of the com- 
pany’s business would not justify the pay- 
ment of any dividend; that by such means 
he secured proxies sufficient to give him 
control, and caused a majority of the di- 
rectors to be selected from his associates; 
that under the stimulus of the promised 
dividend the market price of the stock rose 
from about 15 to more than 50 per cent of 
the par value; that a semi-annual dividend 
of 3 per cent was declared, after which the 
market price of the stock rapidly declined 
to normal, thus evidencing the speculation 
that had been indulged in and demonstrat- 
ing that the business community repudiated 
the idea that the company’s business as 
shown by the published statements author- 
ized the honest payment of such dividend. 

‘Petitioners further show that by means 
of the proxies, so obtained as aforesaid, 
and by the use of other improper methods, 
the said Bigby has succeeded in chtaining, 
and has since retained, the practical con- 
tro] and management of the company’s af- 
fairs; that such directors as cowid either 
not ove used in promoting his speculative 
designs or would not submit to his dicta- 
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tion in allthings, were finally eliminated, 
so that the board of directors, as at pres- 
ent constituted, consists with a single ex- 
ception wholly of ndn-residents of the city; 
that two of the members of the board are 
ladies entirely without experience in such 
affairs, both of whom are closely related 
to the said Bigby (one being his wife and 
the other his sister-in-law, so we are in- 
formed); that none of sai* directors give 
their personal care and attention to the 
management of the company’s affairs, but 
from indifference or other cause submit in 
all things to the dictation and control of the 
said Bigby.”’ 

It was stated that what disposition was 
made of the 252 of the 1,000 of $1,000 bonds 
issued to wipe out the savings bank depart- 
ment debt was not known by petitioners, 
although they had requested the secretary 
= treasury of the mills for such informa- 
ion, 

The paragraph wound up as follows: 

“Petitioners show, however, that interest 
coupons that matured January 1, 1896, have 
been paid on forty more bonds than the 
company’s books show to be outstanding; 
wherefore, petitioners submit that an ac- 
count be. taken for the purpose of ascer- 
taining what disposition has been made of 
said 252 bonds, whether the same have been 
sold an@ the proceeds applied in payment 
of the depositors of the savings department; 
that if the same have been disposed of and 
the proceeds applied in payment of the 
depositors, the trustees, the officers of the 
company, and all persons concerned, should 
be held to a strict account.” 

It was charged that the mills were oper- 
ated negligently, wastefully and at a loss. 
The petitioners distinctly charged that the 
present bad condition was brought about by 
the gross mismanagement of President Big- 
by and directors, in pursuance of a design 
on their part to wreck the corporation, ex- 
tinguish the stock and acquire the property 
and assets for the bondholders and leave 
the stockholders to meet their individual 
liability to the depositors. 

It was asserted that the statement given 
recently by the president and majority of 
the board that a new-woolen mill-would be 
built and that new machinery would be put 
in was to deceive the stockholders, being a 
device to give the stockholders the impres- 
sion that the present management is suc- 
cessful. Such false impressions given out 
were for the purpose of lulling into a false 


when the end should come the president 
and directors might anticipate the innocent 
stockholders by first filing a petition for 
receiver, thereby obtaining control of the 
litigation and preventing an investigation 
of their official conduct. —

Professor Wright Says That the State 
Is Doing a Great Work. 


Richard R. Wright, president of. the 
Georgia State Industrial college for :.egroes

‘‘Georgia is doing a very great work for 
education in the south. It has establisheJ 
a state institution called the Georgia State 
Industrial college, where its colored youth 
are receiving a complete education, not

“It has just turned out a number of } 
carpenters, blacksmiths, wheelwrizghts, 
painters and farmers. The young men ate 
permitted to take a complete college cvurse } 
if they desire to, but the chief object of 
the school is to supply skilled artisans and 
scientific farmers. 

“Its shops are in charge of educated in- 
structors, and its farm ts under the direc- 
tion of a scientifically educated and practi- 
cal farmer. The school has had sve: £0 
students, gathered from varios paris cf 
Georgia and other parts of the union. The 
farm has eighty-six acres. 

“What the colored people of the south 
need is well educated leaders in all iines of 
industry. 

“It is a lamentable fact, for various rea- 
sons, the colored people have been crowded 
and huddled together in the larger cities. 
They are usually crowded into the back al- 
leys and most unhealthy portions of the 
cities. This is the cause of the alarming 
death rate which obtains in most of *’he 
large cities. Our industrial schoots, by 
means of their conferences, are attempiirg 
to investigate these problems, and thus 
furnish leaders that will induce the people 
to remain in the country, and devote their 
energies to the farm interests. 

“The Georgia State Industrial college is 
also furnishi teachers for the sta‘e. We 
have some 3,500 public sc* 01 teachers.

with tiresome iteration. 

But, in the meantime, what does the 
convention propose to do? It is hardly 
necessary to ask. The record of the vir- 
‘tuous republicans who represent the 
party in the conventions is already made 
up.

It is an experience that las 
cost them dear, but it is worth all it 
bas cost and more besides if they take 
advantage of this auspicious occasion to 
scotch the money power, blot out the 
legislation it has caused to be enacted, 
and clip its greedy claws for good and 
all. . 

Just at present Mr. Hanna and che re- 
publican leaders are wondering why the 
people refuse to accept protection as the 
main issue, and they are very nuch wor- 
ried over the situation, But, among 
other things, the people have learned 
that protection is a myth if there is 
not enough money in circulation to carry 
on the business of the country.

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The Bicycle as a Forerunner. 

The mammouth proportions which the 
bicycle craze has assumed within the 
last few years is strikingly emphasized 
by the fact that a plea for better roads 
will be made at both the republican and 
democratic natioual conventions this 
year. 
It would be a matter of little surprise 
if planks containing a declaration of 
some kind in the matter of good roads 
were inserted in both platforms. 

There is no subject of more vital or 
commanding importance than the one of 
good roads, and the sooner this fact is 
impressed upon the lawmakers of the 
country the better it will be for our na- 
tional welfare in the coming years. 

Heretofore but little interest has been 

manifested in this important subject 
and no action has been taken along this 
line. The trouble has not been due to 
opposition, for none has developed, but 
rather to a spirit of apathy and uncon- 
cern. 
Perhaps it would not be exactly. fair to 
say that.little or no interest has been 
taken in the question of good roads. As 
a matter of fact, there has been con- 
siderable interest, but it has been of that 
passive and rather inert species which 
other and more engaging topics of legis- 
lation have easily overshadowed. 

The bicycle, however, has come to the 
rescue of the.movement at this im- 
portant juncture aud bids fair to serve 
as a powerful stimulus in arousing 
public sentiment on this question. If 
the bicycle does nothing else but this, 
overlooking for a moment the infinite 
amount of healthful exercise which it 
has afforded to millions of people in 
this country, it will perform a most im- 
portant service and one: for which the 
republic should feel profoundly grate- 
ful. 

Perhaps it would not be entirely out 
of place, therefore, to designate the bicy- 
cle as the forerunner of goodreads in 
this country and as the evangelist of a 
more progressive era than has ever been 
known before. 

When it is remembered that already 
several million bicycles have been sold in 
the United States it becomes apparent 
that the movement in favor of ‘good 
roads has the strength of a nation behind 
it, and that only a short time must 
elapse before the object which these 
riders have in view is eventually 
achieved. 
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Republicanism Reviewed. 

Just at this time the national republi- 
can convention, which meets in St. Louis 
this morning, is the all-important topie 
of discussion in business, sofial aud po- 
litical circles; while St. Laowis. for’ the 
time being, is the focal point of Ameri- 
can politics. 

Next month the national democratic 
convention, which meets in Chicago, will 
engage the attention of the country, and 
Chicago will become the Mecca of en- 
thusiastic democrats from all parts of 
the land. 3 

Between these {wo great conventions, 


though meeti’-of zithiz a few weeks of 


each other, there exists a wide zulf of 
political difference. 

The democratic party has always Deen 
the party of the people. Since ihe days 
of Thomas Jefferson it has been honcred 
by the people as no other political party 
in this country has ever been honored. 
Its record is one of brilliant victories and 
of long continued national prospatity. 

Not so, however. with the republica 
party. Its record is neither as long nor 
as fruitful as that of the democratic 
party. Republicanism is synonymous 
with legislative extravagance, combines, 
trusts and plutocracy. 

Just at present, however, the 1epub- 
lican party in convention at St. Louis 
monopolizes public attention, aud some 
interest may be developed in reviewing 
the past record of this political organi- 
zation. , 

In this connection it may be observed 
that Jefferson, Madison, Monroe and 
Adams were all elected to otfice as ra- 
tional republicans. That, powever, was 
long before the time of the present re- 
publican party and the political organiza- 
tion to which they belonged was ideniti- 
cal with that of the democratic party, 
Which has changed {ts name since the 


time of Jefferson, but whicn still re- 
tains its ptinciples unaltered. 

The republican party was not cryzan- 
ized until 1856. It came into e«vistence 
in response to the anti-slavery senti- 
ment inthe north At 2 corference, 
which was held in the city of Pittsburg, 
the name which it has since bourne was 
adopted. The first republican convention 
wus held in Whiladelphia during the 
same year, at which time John C. I're- 
mont Was nominated for the presidency. 
In the November elec‘ion which ensued, 
I'remont was defeated by the democratic 
candidate, James Buchanan. 

In the convention which met in Chi- 
cago in 1860, Abraham Lincoln was hom- 
inated und subsequently elected. Again 
in 1864 he was nominated by the conven- 
tion which met in Baltimore. In 1868 
the convention met for a second time in 
Chicago, and General Ulysses S. Grant 
was the nominee. On «account of the 
popularity of General Grant’s adminis- 
tration he received the nomination again 
from the convention which met in t'hil- 
adelphia, in 1872, by a unanimous vote. 

This, however, was the last conventicn 
in which the action of the delegates was 
unanimous. In 1876 there was a strong 
fight between Blaine and Haves. On the 
Seventh ballot Hayes was nominated aud 
subsequently elected. The convention 


} of this year met 'n Cincinnati. 


But while Hayes was declared elected, 
according to the count of the votes cust 
in the electoral college, Samuel J. ‘Tilden, 
of New York, the democratic candidate, 
received the vote of-the people. It was 
not until after a prolonged contest that 
the republican nominee was seated. 

In 18S0 the tight was between Garfield 

and Blaine in the convention which met 
at Chicago. Grant was likewise a ve- 
publican favorite. On the thirty-sixth 
ballot Garfield was nominated: 
Blaine was the choice of the conven- 
tion which met again at Chicago in 
ISS4, but was defeated by Cleveland. 
Hle was the tirst standard bearer of his 
party to suffer defeat since 1856. 

The publie is familiar with the record 
of the last two conventions, the first of 
Which met at Chicago and the second at 
Minneapolis. Harrison was che choice 
of both conventions. In his second ceace, 
however, he sustained a overwhelmiug 
defeat and was the second leacer ef his 
party who trailed the republican banner 
in the dust. 

This brings the republienn record up 
to the present time. MeWiniey ws 
doubtless be the nominee of the St. Louis 
convention and, if present indications 
hold good, he will go before the country 
on 2 Single standard platform, or on an 
evasive and cowardly declaration, mean- 
ing the gold standard. 

In that.event, Mclvinley will repeat the 
record of disaster which the party st.s- 
tained under the leadership of Blaine 
and Harrison and will go down in over- 
whelming defeat at the polls in Novem- 
ber before the champion of popular gov- 
ernment, bimetallisin and pure democ- 
racy. es 

Our American Beer Industry. 

Que of the most gigantic industries in 
the United States is the one which is 
represented by the National Association 
of Brewers. | 

Those who have given the matter little 


. 
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}thought will be surprised at the large 


amount of capital invested in the manu- 
facture of beer. 

Since 1876 the annual sales arising 
fromthe beer trade in the United States 
have almost been quadrupled, while the 
sum of money invested in the manufae- 
‘ture of beer alone is estimated at £250,- 
000,000. 

This shows that Americans have ac- 
quired a decided taste for the beverage 
within the last few years. If this does 
not explain the increased proportions cf 
the beer industry, it must be due to the 
fact that a majority of the .mmig+e«nis 
who have come over to this country dur- 
ing the last ten or twenty. years have 
brought with them a thirst which c:lv a 
glass of beer can appease. If a choice 
is restricted to these two explanations, 
it must,be the latter. 

In 186 the beer trade in the Uszited 
States aggregated $8,500,000. According 
to the returns for 1895, the sale of beer 
had increased to $36,000,000. . 

Expressing this phenomenal increase in 
different figures, the amount of beer 
consumed in 1876 was 308,326,000 gal- 
lons, and in 1895, 1,043,292,000 gallons. 

Reducing this enormous supply to a 
per capita basis, at least 6.88 gallons 
must be allowed to each man, woman 
and child in the United States for the 
year 1876, and as much as 15 gallons per 
capita for the year 1895. | 

The output of beer last year was 33.- 
469,600 barrels, while for the present 
year this amount will be very greatly ¢x- 
ceeded. 

Though beer is manufactured in va- 
rious parts of the United States, the in- 
dustry is heaviest in Cincinnati. This 
explains the opposition Which Senator 
Sherman offered a short time ago to a 
proposal which was made in cong=s3s 
to levy an additional tax‘of $1 on each 
' ibarrel of malt liquors as a means of 
relieving the treasury of the govern 2nt. 
On account of Senator Sherman’s onpo- 
sition, the proposed measure was de- 
feated. ° 


Had the measure 


passed, it would have 


! made up the deticiency in tue treasury 


for 1895. The output for that yea: was 
33,469,600 barrels, while the difference 
between the national expenditures cnd 
receipts for that year was $34,094,452. 

Perhaps in no other industry is the 
progress of the United States during the 
last twenty years better illustrated than 
in the manufacture of beer. 
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An American Patriarch. 

One of the most remarkable men in 
public life at this time is Hon. H. W. 
Thompson, of Illinois, ex-secretary of 
the navy. 

Mr. Thompson is now in his eighty- 
Seventh year and has been in public life 
ever since 1836, Several weeks ago he 
presided over the Illinois state conven- 
tion, and is now in St. Louis as a dele- 
gate to the national republican conven- 
tion, which meets in that city. 

In spite of his advanced years, his 
mind is still vigorous and unimpaired 
while his body retains much of its for- 
mer elasticity. He is today much 
stronger than hundreds of men who are 
twenty and thirty years his junior and is 
capable of doing more hard work. 

As far back as 1840, when Wil- 
liam Henry Harrison was a candidate 
for president of the United States, Mr. 
Thompson was chosen as one of the 
electors from Illinois on the whig ticket. 
Ever since that time he has been a 
factor in American politics and has par- 


ticipated in every political campaign. | 


Mr. ‘Thompson is six months older than 
Gladstone and six years older than Bis- 
marck, but while these veterans have 
laid aside the cares of office Mr. Thomp- 
son is still actively engaged in public af- 
fairs. 

On being asked the secret of his vizo- 
rous health at such a patriarchal age, 
he replied that he had never indulged in 
vicious habits or allowed himself to ac- 
quire a taste for intoxicating drinks. 

If 2 man possesses a good constitution 
at tlie beginning of life and Coes nothing 
to impair or diminish his physieal birth- 
right, there is no reason why his days 
should not be long in the land; ror has 
he any excuse, provided he has a fais 
amount of brains, for not becoming a 
potential factor in his day and gsenera- 
tion. 
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The Rights of Minorities. 

There is one peculiar and signifieant 
fact in the attitude many of the 
leaders who have been making such Vir- 
orous but futile efforts to sacviice the 
democratic party to the greed of the 
money power. They declare that “the 
minority” has rights that the majority is 
bound to respect, but that “in Gcorgia 
these rights have been trampled on.’’

‘The rights of a minority do vot reacn 
as far as principles, but stop short at 
details that are of no practical mement. 
A minority ¢annot expect to control, and 
yet some of the leaders of the minority 
in Georgia are making loud conipleiuts 
because they were not permitted to com- 
mit the party to the most infamously 
corrupt doctrine that the republican 
party ever conceived. 

It is a fundamental principle of de- 
mocracy that the majority shall rule and 
that its will, fully and fairly expressed, 
shall be the will of the party. But no 
man is compelled to be a democrat or to 
certify to democratic doctrine.

On the other hand, those who honestly 
doubt whether the demand for silver at 
the open mints will lift the value of the 
bullion to the mint ratio may be just as 
good democrats as anybody. Some of 
the most conspicuous among these have 
already given evidence that they are 
willing to submit gracefully to the views 
of the majority. 

This is both patriotic and democratie, 
and will be justified in the end. 

But neither history, tradition, law, wis- 
dom nor common sense can justify those 
who demand in effect that a small ini- 
nority shall dictate and cantrol. 
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Judge Turner would do well to “await 
the action of the national convention” 
before accepting a nomination in his 
district.

THE NEGRO IN THE NORiH. 


Helen Gardener, the Famous Author- 
ess, Writes a Ringing Letter. 

An editorial The Boston Herald of 
June llth says: 

“National Committeeman Murray Crane, 
of Massachusetts, appears to be entitled to 
the principal shgre of the credit for secur- 
ing decent treatment for the colored dele- 
fates at St. Louis. He took a bold and de- 
cided stand in their behalf, and he brought 
the St. Louis hotel keepers around to his 
way of thinking. His vigorous handling of 
this question will be duly appreciated by 
the fnends of equal rights everywhere, and 
particularly in Massachusetts.”’ 

On the 12th appeared: 

“All this would sound less vanting if it 
were not so recently that colored Bishop 
Arnot was exclued from every first-class 
hotel in Boston, and Massachusetts bore 
the ‘indecency’ of the treatment with great 
fortitude. 

“It appears to be only when Massachu- 
Setts gets her colored brother. into an ex- 
slave state that she yearns to eat and 
Sleep with him. Her “race prejudices’ evap- 
orate entirely only when she can rub the 
ex-slave down the throat of the ex-slave 
holder. At home she sleeps quite comforta- 
bly in the leading hotels from which a cul- 
tivated colored bishop is excluded and she 
does not bring the hotel keepers around’ 
with half so much enthusiasm and prompt- 
ness at home as she does abroad. A lit- 
tle more practice in New England, and a 
little less pretense when New England goes 
south would command the respect instead 
of the contempt of ‘A Southerner.’ ”’ 

On June 13th The Herald gave a leading 
editorial as follows, but carefilly refrained 
from touching the point af issue. The edi-

torial says: , 

“It must be admitted that republicans 
at the north, as a rule, are no more inclined 
to recognize colored men in the social inter- 
cOurse of their families and firesides than 
‘are those of the svuthern sections. This 
comes from a long recognized# and deep- 
seated feeling, we will not say of antago- 
nism, but of incompatibility of enjoyment 
under such conditions between the races. 
We are far from having reached the time 
when this feeling can be brought to an end. 
But it seems to us hardly fair to taunt the 
republicans with this state of facts, when 
the question comes up of ostracizing color- 
ed men in public places. Here it is a ques- 
tion where right comes in to overbear taste 
and personal sympathy. The Massachusetts 
republican delegation at St. Louis, there- 
fore, is not to be charged with ineconsisten- 
cy in contending for the right of the col- 
ored men of their delegation to equal hotel 
privileges at St. Louis. Men may choose 
their own associates in private life, and it 
is their personal affair. They may see 
clearly what is right, and give their testi- 
mony to it in this public action, even if the 
conditions of society are such as to render 
it greatly more difficult that it shall be done 
in private. No bar should be putin the 
way of attempts to relieve the ostracism of 
the colored man as a citizen.” 

All of which would sound far mgre sin- 
cere and far less disingenuous were it not 
for the undoubted facts stated above by 
‘“‘A Southerne:”’ and not met by the editor 
of The Boston Herald. 

Bishop Arnot was asking of Boston and 
Boston hotels no more “‘social’’ recognition 
than were these colored delegates asking of 
St. Louis and her first-class hotels. 

There was one difference, to be sure. The 
bishop was not a political delegate to bce 
used as political capital by this kind of 
clap-trap republican heroics. This may ac- 
count for the fact that Massachusetts re- 
publicans took Bishop Arnot’s case not at 
all fo heart and Boston hotels are still 
‘full’? when colored men apply for rooms. 

A number of times within the past two 
years 4here has come to me for sympathy 


an educated colored man, a college graduate 


and an editor, who lives in Boston, but who - 


expressed himself as so outraged, humili- 
ated and depressed by the treatment he 
constantly receives at the hands of all 
classes and parties of the white population 
in Boston that he said he has strongly 
thought. of ‘going back to the 
south, where the white  peopie un- 
derstand us far better and are 
more truly kind to us, while they make 
no pretense of a feeling of equality which 
is present to the ear but absent to the con- 
duct of New England.” 

Of course much electioneering capita) will 
be made for the.republican party out of the 
St. Louis “loyalty to the colored race” cf 
its adherents. 

If the south is not duller than I think it 
it, it will not forget to present side by side 
with this “loyalty” the case of Bishop 
Arnot. A little less canting, “I-am-holier- 
than-thou” pretense when New Englanders 
are in the ex-slave states, and a little more 
attention to the details of their own con- 
duct toward the colored race when met on 
their own soil, would go far toward a@stab- 
lishing a mutual respect and confidence 
which is and must remain impossible go 
long as the present hollow sham is main- 
tained,

| WHAT IS THE PATE 


QF ARTHUR HANYE? 


His Case Was Argued Yesterday Before 
the Supreme Court. 


THE DECISION WAS RESERVED 


The Murderer Has Prepared for Death, 
Yet Hopes for Life. 


HE SPENT AN ANXIOUS DAY IN JAIL 


The Argument Was Ably Conducted 
by the Defense and a New Trial 
May Be Granted. 


Arthur Hanye spent a rather restless 
day yesterday in his cell in the county jail, 

While he paced back and forth behind the 
barred door, his attorneys were arguing his 
case in the supreme court and pleading be- 
fore the highest tribunal for his life. 

From now until the supreme court an- 
nounces the decision in the «ase, the days 
will be anxious days for Hanve. He is 
now under the sentence of death, and tn- 
less the supreme court sees fit to reverse 
the judgment of the criminal court, Hanye 
will pay the penalty of his crime by death 
on the scaffold. 

His case was argued yesterday by Mr. 
James W. Austin and Judge W. it. Harn- 
mond, who have been associated with the 
defense since the first ‘trial was heard be- 
fore Judge Candler. The case was fully en- 
tered into and the argument was elaborate 
and in detail. 

The line of argument was that Judge 
Candler had erred in not granting a contin- 
uance of the case when Mr. Austin asked 
for a continuance on the grounds that he 
was too ill to go ahead. Exceptions were 
also taken to the charge delivered by the 
judge to the jury. The defense took the 
position that the charge constrained a ver- 
dict of guilty, when the judge should have 
explained the law touching upon both vol- 
untary and involuntary manslaughter. 

Mr. Austin stated that when the case was 
reached he announced to the court that he 
was feeling very sick and was in no con- 
dition to continue the case end do his cli- 
ent justice. The motion to continne Wag 
overruled, and the case proceeded. ‘his 
refusal to postpone the case figured largely 
yesterday in the argument before.the cnief 
justice and quite a point Was made upon it 
by the defense. 

Another point brought out was whcther 
or not Hanye was really guilty of murder 
in the first degree. 
court that Spinks was a large nan “and 
known to be: very dangerous, while on the 
other hand Hanye was small and not 50 
strong. When Hanye drew the Knife, it is 
said both men grappled and fell to the 
floor. When Hanye was pulled away from 
Spinks, the latter was fatally stabbed 
through the brain. 

Was It Murder or Accident? 

Here arises the most important question 
of the case. 

Was it murder or accident? Four white 
men testified they saw the fight and saw 
both men fall to the floor. ITTnese four 
white men swear they did not see lilanye 
strike the fatal blow. 

In making his statement Hanye said that 
he had drawn the knife, but his arm was 
caught before he could use his weapon. 
He said Spinks threw him backward to the 
floor, and in falling the Keen edge of the 
knife came in contact with Spings’s bead 
and the sharp point plunged through ihe 
skull and into the brain. 

Spinks never spoke after the blow was 
given, and he threw no light upon ihe cuse. 
Hie died the following day after being ear- 
ried to the radv hospital, and thea fol- 
lowed the warrant for murder. 


No Decision Announced. 


After the argument had been completed, 
the supreme court rendered no decision in 
the case, and announced that this would 
be done later on. 

in the meantime Hanye is in 
One decision means life, hut 
means execution on the scaffold. 

He waited eagerly for the decision yes- 
terday, and braced himself for the verdict, 
but now that he must wait his nerves 
have almost snapped, and he does not 
know whether to prepare for death or hope 
for life.

FRUIT CROPS INJURED. 
Protracted Dry Weather Has Had a 
Very Bad Effect. 

The Georgia fruit crop, which up to a 
month ago gave promise of being one of 
the best in many years, now appears to 

be very poor. 

The cause of this failure of 
seems to he due to the long dry 
May and the ravages of insects. 
parts of the state reports come 
young fruit dropping off of 
and corservative men estimate that the 
fruit crop of the state this year will not 
amount to more than half of a full crop., 

A redeeming feature of the 
from the standpoint of the fruit men is 
that on account of the searcity of fruit 
the price will be advanced and the fruit 
men wilt thus realize a pretty fair sum 
for theig goods. ' 

Commissioner of Agriculture Nesbitt, in 
speaking of the matter yesterday, said: 

“Tl am getting letters from all paris of 
which show that the fruit crop 
this year will be very short. Indications 

‘e that not more than half a full erdp 
be marketed. In the northern section 
insects have been making fearful 
ravages on the young peaches and apples 
and the green fruit is falling off of the 
trees. The same reports are coming from 
the peach and pear orchards of middie 
and south Georgia. On the Ist of May 
every indication pointed to a splendid fruit 
crop in Georgia. The early spring and 
the absence of killing frosts made the 
outlook one of the most favorable that 
we have had in several years. But the 
long dry spell in May nipped the bright 
prospect in the bud, and now that rains 
have fallen the insects that feed on the 
young fruit are attacking the crops and 
I am receiving letters from all over Geor- 
gia to the effect that the green fruit is 
falling from the trees. 

“Of course if the crop is short the 
value of that part of it which is marketed 
will be greater, but it will not compen- 
sate for the loss and the péople will suf- 
fer in having to pay more for the fruit 
when it is offered for sale. In a good year 
the Gealers make a big profit and the fruit 
is sold cheap by the retailers. This vear 
the growers will get only about two- 
thfrds of their usual revenue and the 
purchasers will have to pay nearly double 
prices for apples, peaches, pears, plums 
and other fruits. Cherries are not much 
affected, but the rest of the crop will be 
very short.’ 

The fruit crop in north Georgia will be 
almost a total ‘failure, while in middle 
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and south Georgia about half a crop will 


be raised.

TRIED TO ASSAULT A CHILD. 


IS THE CHARGE AGAINST 
DALLAS UNDERWOOD.

Locked Up on the Story Told by the 
Ten-Year-Old Sister of Mack 
Woodside.

Dallas Underwood, a white man about 
thirty-five years of age, was arrested and 
locked up at police headquarters at noon 
yesterday on the charge of criminal as- 
sault. He is accused of having attempted 
to assault the ten-year-old daughter of 
Mrs. L. J. Woodside, the little woman who 
has been made famous by the queer an- 
tics of her deaf and dumb boy, Mack. 

Underwood’s case was brought up be- 
fore Recorder Calhoun yesterday afternoon 
and was continued for further investiga- 
tion. The father of the little girl swore 
out a warrant for Underwood later in the 
afternoon and will prosecute him to the 
extent of the law. 

The man emphatically denies his guilt. 
Witnesses declare that if they had not been 
attracted by the screams of the little girl 
Underwood would probably have accom- 
plished his purpose. 

The attempted assault occurred shortly 
after 12 o’clock yesterday. Mrs. Woodside 
lives with her children in a dingy little 
room at the Atlanta hotel on Decatur 
street, which is one of the worst dives in 
the city. The mother is in the habit of 
leaving her children to solicit alms on the 
street and it is a wonder that they have 
not been in some trouble before in that 
locality. 

The Man Was Drinking. 

Tt seems that Underwood is a frequenter 
of this place and spent the night there Sun- 
day. At noon yesterday he had not left, 
and was somewhat under the influence of 
The woman of the house had re- 
quested him to leave for fear that he would 
get into some trouble, but he had obsti- 
nately refused. 

About 12 o’clock he was playing with the 
Woodside children in the hall and 
taken the little boy down to the bar below 
and treated him to a drink of beer. 

Mabel sent after her little brother and 
Underwood came back with him and fol- 
lowed the little girl into che room. As ne 
entered he took the knob out of the door, 
thus preventing her escape. 

Attracted by Her Screams. 

The women of the house in the neighbor- 
ing rooms were attracted soon after by the 
screams of Mabel, and entered the room. 

The sight that met their eyes gave evi- 
dence that he had attempted an assault 
on the little girl. She was crying piteous- 
ly, and told a sad story. 

Officers Grant and Coker soon appeared 
on the scene and pla@ed Underwood under 
arrest. He was lodged in a cell at the sta- 


tion house and was given a hearing at the 


afternoon session of. the recorder’s court. 

At the trial Underwood stated that he 
was entirely innocent of the charge of 
assault, claiming that he had never had 
any criminal intentions, but was only play- 
ing. Judge Calhoun continued the case in 
order that the state courts might take 
charge of it. 

Swore Out a Warrant. 


The father of the little girl went hefore 
Justice Orr and swore out a warrant for 
Underwood, charging him with criminal 
assault. A full investigation of the affair 
will be made, and if the charges are true, 
the prisoner will be prosecuted to the full 
extent of the law.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


The Range of Prices on Wheat Yes- 
terday Was Lower. 


Chicago, June 15.—The range of prices 
on wheat today was lower tha. on Satur- 
day, but notwithstanding a plentiful sup- 
ply of bear news a complete recovery from 
the inside took place, and the close was 
very little under the final quotations of 
last week. The strength which enabled 
prices to rally was altogether due to rath- 
er an oversold condition of the market. 
Almost all the news of the day hed a 
weakening effect, and “‘ittle encouragement 
Was deduced by holders. July wheat opened 
from 56'e¢@56c, sold between 554 @567¢@bo%c, 
closing at 567%c—%ec under Saturday. Cash 
wheat was irregular, but presented little 
change. 

Corn—The inclination of corn was the 
Same as that of wheat, both through sym- 
pathy and by reason of the statistical news, 
which was unfavorable. The close was 
steady with September unchanged from 
Saturday. That option at 28\%c, advanced 
to 29, closing at 28%c. Cash corn was quiet 
and steady. 

Oats—Trading was only moderate, and 
the feeling was generally weak in sympa- 
thy with the leading grains. July oats 
closed 4xc under Saturday. Cash oats were 
dull and steady, no particular change in 
prices being recorded. 

Provisions—A small and uninteresting 
business was transacted in product. Under 
large receipts of hogs the market at the 
yards was lower, and reflecting the tone 
at that place, product opened weak. A fair 
amount of buying of a promiscuous sort 
served to steady the feeling a little, how- 
ever, no serious break occurring. July pork 
closed 5c lower, July lard a shade lower 
and July ribs 210c lower.

Chicago, June 13.—There is very little to 
Say about the wheat market today except 
that it has been rather narrow. Local 
traders and scalpers have not operated on 
a very extensive scale, endeavoring to 
catch the tendency of the market, but this 
has been a hard thing to do. Around 5é6ec 
the undertone seemed very weak, but on 
the appearance of a few buying orders and 
some short covering by traders who sold 
around the opening the price advanced to 
o6%3c, having sold earlier in the day at 
soc. Some of this buying was attributed 
to St. Louis parties. News on the whole 
has been bearish. Liverpool opened id 
lower and closed weak at a decline of 1%d 
from Saturday. Paris was steady and un- 
changed to 5 centimes, Berlin about 1% 
marks and Antwerp 121sc lower. The visi- 
ble supMy showed another disappointing 
decrease, only 661,000 bushels. The amount 
on passage was unchanged, while the Eng- 
lish visible increased some 500,000 bushels. 
Northwestern receipts were’ large at 516 
cars. Clearances were light—less than 
200,000 bushels. The weather is perfect, es- 
pecially in the southwest, where harvesting 
is under way and the only cash business 
reported was a sale of 10,000 bushels No. 2 
red at 44sec over the September price. There 
were some crop damage reports from Kan- 
sas, Indiana and Missouri. The only thing 
of a bullish nature we now have 49,986,000 
busnels of wheat in our visible supply, 
which is about 1,700,000 bushels larger than 
last year. | 

Coarse grains have held steady but noth- 
ing has developed in the market worthy of 
mention. Cables were a little higher on 
spot trades and about '%d lower on futures 
of corn. 

The larger receipts of hogs than estimated 
caused a weaker opening in provisions, but 
there was no pressure to sell. On the oth- 
er hand, the feeling. seemed firm. Export 
of provisions during the month of May, 
compared with this month in 1895, show a 
considerable falling off in amount of meats 
exported, but a larger increase in the ship- 
ment of lard, the latter being 41,728,000 
pounds, against 31,900,000 in 1895. This shows 
that foreigners have been buying some’ of 
our cheap lard, and will-probably store it 
away for better prices.

Hubbard Bros & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


.New iork, June 15.—As the demand for 
cotton continues in Liverpool the atten- 
tion of spinners is being directed to the 
rapid diminution of their stock of cotton, 
and while crop prospects continue to be 
very good, prospects do not supply the 
actual requirements of the mills. Again, it 
ig evident that the European spinners do 
not regard the crop as made on the 16th 
of June, and recall vividly the mistake 
they made last season in Ifstening to 
large crop estimates a month lafer than 
now. These reasons are the foundation 
upon which the advance in the Liverpool 
market this morning is based, and they 
seem to regard the improvement as not 
yet culminated. - Locally there has been 
a disposition to regard the improvement as 
only temporary. Should business show ¢éiy 
inftprovement as a result of the action of 
the republican convention in St. Louis the 
Statistical position would play a promin- 
ent part in influencing prices while there 
is yet time for bad crop accounts before 
the crop is harvested. Although a supply 
of August deliveries appeared on the 
market, apparently to prevent too rapid 
an advance, the market closed firm at 
about the best prices of the day. If the 
demand for cotton continues on its present 
scale in Eurape, our advance will hold, 
and as their supply is small as compared 
with other seasons, they may be expected 
to take at least their requirements until 
more is known of the growing crop.

The Cereal Situation. 
From The New York Stockholder. 

The diagnosis of the speculative situation 
in the wheat market published in this pa- 
per one week ago proved very accurate 
and the collapse in prices was even quicker 
than the advance*had been. The break 
evidently caught some of ‘the leading 
bull operators unprepared and the fever- 
ish irregular market which has since pre- 
vailed seems to be partly the resuit of nran- 
ipulation on the part of these parties, al- 
though a new element_of uncertainty has 
put in an appearance. _This new develop- 
ment is in regard to tk® liquidation ofthe 
open speculative interest in the July fu- 
ture in Chicago. The stocks of all kinds 
of wheat in that city last week aggregated 
14,295,000 bushels, of which nearly 13,000,000 
bushels were of grades ordinarily deliver- 
able on contracts, but Owing to the board 
of trade dectaring wheat in certain eleva- 
tors, notably those of Mr. Armour, not a 


‘regular delivery, it is said that only 4,3s0,- 


000 bushels of this wheat is available for 
settling the open contracts in July. This 
is obviously an insufficient basis for such 
a large volume of speculation as exists in 
the Chicago market, and it is perhaps un- 
necessary to account for the erratic fiuctu- 
ations in July wheat by assuming that it is 
being manipulated. 

However, the market shows strong evi- 
dence that manipulation is in progress and 
one theory is that Mr. Armour is heavily 


long, of July wheat and intends to punish 


the board of trade members for declaring 
his elevators irregular, by creating a 
squeeze and possibly a corner in that 
month. This theory does not appear very 
reasonable on several grounds. First it 
seems altogether too early for an exper- 
ienced manipulator to indicate a design. 
There is altogether too much time for pre- 
parations to be made by his opponents and 
any manipulated advance now would result 
in the manipulators having to take and 
pay for a large amount of high priced 
wheat. before the end of July, so that the 
operation would inevitably resuit in a 
heavy loss. A great deal of new winter 
wheat can be marketed before the end of 
next month and the large stocks in the 
northwest could be drawn upon, although 
one story had it that the owners of cash 
wheat in Duluth were in_the deal and 
would hold their wheat. Another objec- 
tion to this theory is the improbability of 
a sufticiently large short interest in July 
wheat to warrant an attempt to corner the 
market. An undertaking which would in- 
volve such enormous risks, particularly 
at this tinre of the year, does not seem at 
all probable on. the part of such an ex- 
perienced man as Mr. Armour, but there 
is enough in the action of the market and 
in the small supplies of available contract 
wheat to discourage conservative opera- 
tors from further trading in July wheat 
in Chicago. 

he gossip from Chicago has it that 
Messrs. Cudahy and Linn are still ‘very 
bullish on wheat, but one cannot help won- 
dering if it is not because they. have it 
for sale, aS most accounts say they did 
not get a chance to dispose of a very large 
part of their holdings on the recent ad- 
vance, owing perhaps to the sudden break 
on selling by another division of the bull 
crowd, namely the Gates-Elwood party. 
Some advices late in the week said the 
last. named party were buying wheat again 
and if this is true some improvement in 
prices may be seen in the near future, 
but for reasons frequently mentioned any 
permanent advance in the price of wheat 
during the latter half of June seems very 
in‘probable unless fears for the _ spring 
wheat crop are aroused. These reasons for 
doubting a bull market at present are 
founded upon the liberal stocks of old 
wheat in sight, continued liberal receipts 
of spring wheat, indifferent export demand 
end the commencement, of the winter 
Wheat harvest. As long as the present 
speculative conditions exist in Chicago 
there will be all kinds of rumors and crop 
reports in circulation and the trader who 
is easily influenced by mere gossip is 
likely to find his occupation unprofitable. 

The government crop report on the 10th 
instant, which indicated a crop of wheat 
fully large enough to supply any prob- 
able demand for export, is already largely 
a matter of history in so far as specula- 
tive sentiment in this country is concern- 
ed, and the trade is turning its attention 
to fresh reports from private sources. The 
effect of the government report in Europe 
will be more permanent. The intfpression 
created there will probably only give place 
to any changes which may appear in later 
reports from the same source, and it was 
not calculated to inspire the foreign trade 
with fears_as to future supplies from this 
country. Already the crop killing has be- 
gun in the northwest, but the reports of 
deterioration so far received do not appear 
to be worthy of very serious consideration. 
The chances are, however, that the report 
just issued will be the most favorable of 
the season on spring wheat. As previous- 
ly noted the plant has not the strength of 
root and sturdiness to resist unfavorable 
weather that it» possessed last year and 
more or less deterioration is probable, al- 
though the final outcome depends upon the 
weather hereafter. Advices about winter 
wheat are rather conflicting, but fail to 
indicate important injury from any ‘cause 
whatsoever and some authorities claim 
that recent reports of injury were exag- 
gerated. 

The statistical situation developed noth- 
ing very encouraging. Receiptseof spring 
wheat continue large, clearances only 
moderate, and the rate of decrease in the 
visible supply is not satisfactory. 

The export of wheat and flour. included 
633,000 bushels from the Pacific cost versus 
548,000 bushels in the previous week. There 
were rumors of good sales of flour for 
export last week, but there Was §- little 
wheat engaged for export at the seaboard.

Three Bids Opened. 

At the meeting yesterday three bids for 
the masonry work were opened. The work 
is estimated by the cubic yard and the bids 
Opened are as follows:

Gude & Walker, $10 per cubic yard. 

The number of cubic yards in the work is 
roughly estimated at three hundred.

State Board ef Commissioners Meet and 
Hold an Informal Conference. 


TALK OF THE CENTRAL’S CASE 


Has the Board a Card Up-~-s3 Sleeve? - 


Some Things That May Follow 
Consolidation. 


The state railroad commissioners held a 

conference yesterday at the capitol and 
talked over in an informal way the pro- 
ceedings begun to get at the ownership of 
the Central. The case was set for last 
week, but President Comer was in New 
York and asked to have the inquiry post- 
poned until he could be present. No date 
for the hearing has been set. The com- 
missioners say that they will follow the 
trail on this Central investigation until 
they run aown the ownership of the Cen- 
tral. They are determined to have the 
books, they say. No copies or transcripts, 
but the original stockbooks. 

Last week the Central's directors nfet in 
New York and scme dropped out, and 
others were elected in: their stead. Georgia 
is now represented on the board by Presi- 
dent H. M. Comer, Colonel A. R. Lawton, 
Jr. Savannah; Mr. D. W. Appler, Judge 
R. K. Dorsey and Mr. Barbour Thompson, 
Atlanta. Among the new directors elected 
was a son of President Ingalls, of the 
Big Four, one of the Vanderbilt systems. 
There are nine ‘directors in all and a 
majority of them must be citizens of 
Georgia. The directory as it stands now 
jg temporary, as the permanent board will 
not be elected until President Spencer, of 
the Southern, returns from Europe, which 
may not be for sixty days. 

In railroad circles it is the talk that if 
the commissioners should rule that the 
Central and Georgia Southern and Florida 
are controlled by the Southern railway, 
and should reduce the freight charges, 
under rule 1, this would amount to a 
consolidation of the different lines. And 
if the conrmission consolidates the lines 
for traffic purposes, the different manage- 
ments would be consolidated into one. The 
Southern would claim that the state had 
made the consolidation and the controlling 
company would act in accord with the 
ruling. This might result in bringing the 
chief offices of the Central from Savannah 
here and of the Georgia Southern and 
Florida from Macon here. 

The Southern cannot merge the different 
managements into one unless the state 
permits it or forces it. From a railroad 
standpoint, consolidation of offices is desir- 
able, but the several lines which would be 
affected by “rule l,’’ do not want it at the 
expense of such a loss in revenue as 
would follow. 

From the talk of the comnrissioners it is 
inferred that they have a card up their 
sleeve which they have not played. This 
may be a ruling that the decision of the 
United States supreme court, in the Pull- 
man and Missouri Pacific case, does not 
apply under the Georgia constitution. Law- 
yers say there ia a good point hid away in 
there somewhere.

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NEGRO FATALLY WOUNDED. 


GWINNETT COUNTY HAS A TRAG- 
IC SHOOTING SCRAPE. 


Mr. Strickland, of Duluth, Shot Down 
Will Houston, Claiming He Was 
Robbing His House.

Will Houston, a negro man, is lying at. 
the point of death in the Grady hospital 
as the result of a pistol wound inflicted by 
Mr. Otis Strickland, a farmer, living about 
a mile and a half above Duluth, in Gwinnett 


county. 

The shooting occurred yesterday morning 
at 10 o'clock near Mr. Strickland’s hore. 
There are conflicting stories as to the way 
the trouble was brought about. 

When the negro was carried to the hos- 
pital he was able to tell the surgeon about 
his trouble with Mr. Stricklani, but his 
story is directly in conflict with ihe stery 
narrated by the man who shot him. 

The wounded negro said that he -with 
three companions were waiting for the 
train at Duluth Sunday morning with the 
intention of coming to Atlanta. He said 
that a white man whom he did not know 
came up and asked one of the nezrces if 
he wanted’a job. The negro declined the 
proffer in a way that aroused the white 
man’s ire and hot words were indul;sed in. 
Houston said that the white man fired at 
the negro with whom he was quarreling 
and that the ball. missed the man it Was 
intended for and struck him. 

Hopston, when brought to the nosp:tal 
Sunday night, said that he lived at No. 123 
Clark street. 

Mr. Otis Strickland acknowledg°?s the 
deed, but says that he was provoked to 
shoot the man by the negro’s attempted 
burglarv of his house. . 

According to Strickland, he, with his wife, 
had started to pay a Sunday visit to his 
mother, who lives half a mile away. When 
they had gone but a short distance they 
passed four negroes who looked like : 
tramps. There was nd one at the house 
and Mrs. Strickland said that she was 
afraid that they would break in and steal 
everything of value, 

Mr. Strickland, accompanied by his friend 
Abner Lowry, who passed at that time, 
returned-to the house and according to Mr. 
Strickland’s story of the affair, found the 
negroes already breaking into the house. 
He rushed up to them and when they saw 
him coming all ran away as fast aa they 
could. Mr. Strickland had a ‘hirty-civht 
caliber pistol in his pocket and he fircd 
at one of the fleeing negroes. The ball 
entered the left side about the fiftn rib 
and is thought to have entered the liver and 
penetrated a lower part of the luns. The 
wound is a very complicated one and is «x- 
pected to result in the neyro’s death, Dr. 
Brewster, of the hospital staff, thinks that 
death is very probable. The wound is in 
such a vital part that no attempt was 
made to extract the bullet. 

John W. Knox, of Duluth, Mr. Strick- 
land’s uncle, was in Atlanta vesterday and 
he said that his nephew had nothing to 
fear, as he had been fully justified by the 
facts in the case for firing at the negroes, 
whom he believed to have posssaion of val- 
uables which they had stolen from his 
house.
